Former Columbusite Among 
13 Hostages Freed Monday 


After 16 days of waiting; 
wondering and continuous 
uncertainty, the wife of 
former Columbusite and 
lranian captive Lloyd 
Rollins was notified by the 
State Department during 
lunch Monday that her 
husband was among 10 
hostages to be released 
soon. 

“We are ecstatic that he 
is coming home. We're just 
overjoyed,” she said at 
their Alexandria, Va. home 
in a telephone interview 
Monday night. “! want to 
thank my family and 
friends for being so 
supportive and for all the 
prayers they said to bring 
‘him home." 

Mrs. Rollins’ sentiments 
were echoed by. her 
mother, .Mrs. Matcolm 


Gentry, who still lives here 
in Columbus. “! certainly 
am glad that he is among 
those to be released. We 
hope that the others are 
released soon,” she said. 
She too attributed Rollins 
release to the power of 
prayer. 

Rollins and the others 
were set free as a result of 
Ayatollah Ruhollah Kho- 
meini’s weekend decision 
that all black and women 
hostages not suspected of
